be Forced to Show Their 


Hand at Once

had held Thu rsday w ith Oity A ttor­ 
ney George Y'ou ng and the city cou n­ 
cil, the commission w ill take im m edi­ 
ate action to force the O., H. A D. 
railroad com pany'to erect a ¡¡new’ de­

they rejected the proposed plan of the 
railroad 
company’s 
to 
repair 
the 
“ shack” which they call a w aiting 
station in this city, and from private 
talks whioh the mayor had w ith mem­ 
bers of the commission, they stated 
th at everything wou ld be done in their 
power to cau se the O ., H. A D . to 
make the ordered improvement. 
At the present time the O., H. A D. 
railroad company is in the handt of a 
receiver, and it is difficu lt u nder the 
State laws to force them to take ac­ 
tion. 
Oity Engineer Stew art drew a 
plat of the grou nd owned by the ra il­ 
road company today and sent it to the 
commission and an effort will be made 
to cau se the O ., H. A D. to bu ild a 
new station on the grou nd already 
owned by them in this city.

LOOK BACK 20 YEAR! 


LEFT KEYS AT MIDNIGHT 


W ith a Cheer the Men Employ ed In 
the W estern Union Offices Arose 
and Deserted Their Posts. 


Strike Was O rdered by Local Union 
W ithout Sanction o f the National 
O rg anization. 


Chicag o, Aug . 9.—The teleg raph op­ 
erators 
employ ed 
by 
the 
W estern 
Union in Chicag o went on strike last 
nig ht at 12 o’clock. 
The trouble was 
precipitated by the Los Ang eles strike, 
which was inaug urated two day s ag o. 
Last nig ht the local ex ecutive board 
of 
the 
Commercial 
Teleg raphers’ 
Union met and pass« ! resolutions re­ 
q uesting the men to refuse to work 
with 
the 
non-union 
operators 
em­ 
ploy ed in Ix )s Ang eles. 
When the 
men were notified of this step all 
operators employ ed in the overland 
division of the local ofiicc refused to 
work any long er with the non-u iion 
men on the other end of the wire. 
When this announcement was made 
Nig ht Chief Harry Price ordered all 
who refused to work to leave the 
office. 
He then went into other divi­ 
sions and req uested the men to g o 
into the overland division. 
In every 
case he was met with a refusal until 
over seventy m* 11 had been sent home. 
The g rievance committee of the union 
called on Mr. Price and notified him 
that unless every man was reinstated 
by midnig ht every union man in the 
office would be called out. 
This de­ 
mand was refused and promptly at 
midnig ht by prearrang ement a whistle 
was blown and every operator em­ 
ploy ed In the main office with the 
ex ception of six wire and loop chiefs, 
tog ether with Nig ht Manag er Price 
and his two assistants, left their key s 
and with a round of cheers, filed out 
of the office. 
The men employ ed by the company 
at various morning newspapers had 
been 
notified 
of 
the 
contemplated 
strike and they also q uit work. 
The national officials of the union 
spent all day y esterday in an effort 
to prevent the “rank and file” of the 
org anization from taking m atters In 
their own hands and cnlliug a » trike. 
The men for weeks have maintained 
a sullen attitude toward the company . 
The Chicag o force w’as dissatisfied 
with 
the 
basis 
of 
the 
settlem ent 
reached at the time the strike in San 
Francisco was called off. 
It was un­ 
der these conditions that strike was 
called without the sanction of the 
national officers. 
“The men were ut­ 
terly tired of the conditions under 
which they were working and could 
not stand it any long er. 
When the 
additional Insult of asking them to 
work with non-union men In 
Jmk An­ 
g eles was put upon them, they re­ 
fused to stand It and q uit work. 
We 
could g et no Information of the sit­ 
uation on the Pacific coast from our 
national officials, so we decid'd that 
it was up to us to take care of our­ 
selves."
